Sister  Joan  Louise,  C.S.J..  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  art  at  Avila,  has  'designed  the  art 
symbol  for  the  National  Liturgical  Con- 
ference to  be  held  in  Kansas  City.  August 
21  to  24.  This  design  will  be  used  on  all 
communications  sent  out  by  the  Conference. 


“Experiments  in  Community  1967“  is  the 
theme  for,  this  year,  and  these  words  are 
woven  into  the  logotype-symbol.  The  people 
grouped  around  the  table  symbolize  Eucha- 
ristic worship  as  well  as  community  in  the 
home.  The  blending  of  the  roof  gable  in  the 
foreground  with  the  city  buildings  and  the 
church  steeple  in  the  background  symbolizes 
the  unity  which  should  exist  between  people 
in  all  places  and  at  all  times.  The  yaguenes.s 
of  faces  is  purposeful.  Attention  is  focused 
not  on  faces,  since  they  represent  all  people, 
but  on  their  action  and  their  attention  to 
one  another. 

Three  faculty  members  are  on  the  plan- 
ning committee  for  the  National  Liturgical 
Conference:  Sister  Olive  Louise  on  hospi- 
tality and  housing:  Sister  de  La  Salle  on 
music,  and  Sister  Joan  Louise  on  art.  The 
four-day  conference  in  August  will  feature 
papers  by  internationally  known  scholars, 
group  discussion  on  current  problems,  and 
workshops  for  liturgical  functionaries  such 
as  organists.  About  10.000  are  expected.
